The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the use of expressions 
such as "said" and it's undue length. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

It isn't clear what the relationship is between the corners of the polygon which are 
double the number of the grooves, and the "edge lines" which the grooves alternate 
with. Aren't these the same feature? Applicants have not established a clear 
relationship between them to clearly set forth where the grooves are positioned. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Vesborg 
in view of Colombo. 

Vesborg is considered to essentially teach applicants invention with a PET 
container with a neck (34a), a shoulder (24a), a body (12a) and a bottom (16). It is 
noted that PET is usually blow molded to product containers. The bottom is considered 
to include a connecting cylindrical wall at the lower ring, a tapered cylindrical wall (16a) 
with a diameter which decreases downward, a grounding wall (17) and an inner domed 
portion (21a). The bottom also includes a plurality of grooves (18) which are arranged 
radially and extend from an upper edge of the tapered wall through the grounding wall 
to the lower edge of the bottom wall, as claimed. Although it isn't clear if the grounding 
wall is formed as a plate, Colombo teaches such a grounding wall in blow molded bottle 
with a tapered wall and grooves. Therefore to have formed the grounding wall of 
Vesborg as a ring plate shape for greater stability in the manner taught by Colombo at 
20 would have been obvious. 

6. Claim 2 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Cochran et al and Cheng et al disclose bottles with a faceted 
tapered wall in the bottom. Ota et al show a bottle with a tapered wall having reinforcing 
plates at 7. Vailliencourt et al, Anderson et al, Howard, Jr., Fuquen et al and Kinslow 
show other containers with grooves in the bottom wall.
